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pertain to technical features that belong to the same 
technical field in that they are related to configurations 
for the terminals of a motor; therefore it would be 
obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply the 
configuration that is disclosed in document 2, wherein the 
terminals are disposed so that they are not parallel to 
one another, in order to resolve a similar technical 
problem in the invention that is disclosed in document 1. 

In addition, document 1 discloses a configuration 
wherein insulating plates are disposed at both of the end 
surfaces of the stator core.
